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THE KHEDIVE AND THE “TIMES.” 
The following are the criticisms of the 
“Times ” on the recent declarations of the 
Khedive :— 
— There wasa time, only a few years 


the Khedive has granted to a French journ- 
alist, and our Paris Correspondent reports 
to-day, would have given occasion for grave 
uneasiness, That we can now aftord to regard 
it-as nothing more than an unpleasant re- 
minder of the Khedive’s usual attitude to- 
wards this country isa sign of the increased 
strength of our position in Egypt, and still 
more of our cordial relations with the) other 
Power chiefly interested in Northern Africa 
The whole character of the Khedive’s remarks 
invites this reflection, though it shows only 
too plainly that the change is none of his 
seeking. But even if the tone of the) inter- 
view did not suggest this contrast between 
the present and the past, His Highness has 
added a curious remark at the end which 
would make it impossible for us to forget the 
fact. He gave his interlocutor, the special 
correspondent of the “‘ Temps,” a greeting 
to the French people with these enigmatic 
words :—‘* We do not forget what they have 
‘ been fo us, and we are very fond of them 
‘* all the same.” It is the French journalist 
who italicized ‘the words which our | Paris 
Correspondent has reported, If they mean 
unything, there is only one meaning they can 
bear. The Khedive dates the strain |which 
France has put upon his friendship) from 
her conclusion of the entente with us, Pro- 
visions about . Egypt, like provisions ‘about 
Morocco; formed an _ integral part of 
the agreement, and it is as a result 
of them, and of their loyal observance 
by France, that we have been able to carry on 
our salutary work in Egypt with no fear of 
vexatious obstruction To any one who’ protests 
his devotion to his country’s welfare so strongly 
as the Khedive.this ought to be a matter for 
genuine satisfaction But it is evidently to the 
period before the entente that His Highness’s 
pleasant recollections are confined—a period 
when French interests werein constant anta son. 
ism to our own, and when the progress and 
security of Egypt were exposed to continual 
risk on account ofthis friction. We donot 
suppose for a moment that the French people 
will take tho Khedive s view of recent. history. 
If they continue in friendly intercourse | with 
Egypt, we shall be as gratified as His Highness, 
but we do not think they will show a disposi 
tion to return to the attitude that preceded 
the entente. The mutual benefits of the entente, 
moral and material, are too well realized, the 
solidarity of our interests in Northern Africa 
is too plain, for either nation to be willing to 
disturb it atthe prompting of an interested , 
third party. 

The substance of the Khedive’s remarks is, | 
we are sorry to say, in only too faithful agree | 
ment with his final innuendo. No one ignorant : 
-of the modern history of Egypt, and going to . 
this conversation for \enlightenment, would 
guess even remotely what its course had 
He would imagine tke Egyptians to 
be a people who had worked out'their own 
salvation. He would suppose this to have 
been done under 
of Abbas II.—a much-suffering ruler who, | 
however, even in the darkest moments 
never relaxed his ungrudging efforts for hia 
people's good. That the country had been 
brought out of distracted anarchy by the! 
tutelage of another Power; that this Power. 
had preserved both the dynasty and ‘the | 
safety of its heritage—all this would never 
dawn on one who took his history from the 
Khedive. Yet ‘the father of Abbas II. owed 
his retention of the throne to us, His High- 
ness. himself owes his personal security and 


the integrity of his dominions to the sup- 
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The Marseilles-London Steamers sail after the arrival 
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port of . British power. The material develop- 
ment of his country, on which he dwells 
with complacency, is due similarly to Great 
Britain ; for,as a French writer pointed out 
in the Dépéche Coloniale the other day, it was 
she who inspired capital with confidence and 
attracted it to Egypt, by consolidating the po- 
litical situation, establishing order in the 
administration and finances, and undertaking 
the great public works in aid of commerce and 
agriculture. At one or two poin's of the inter- 
view, it is true, the Khedive tries to reassure 
opinion. He declares emphatically that it is 
wrong to assume that the “national” claims 
are anti-foreign and fanatic We would gladly | 
accept that assurance, but we cannot forget 
that it is precisely the same as those lavished 
by the notorious agitator Mustapha Pasha 
Kamel, whose national patriotism is of an- 
unmistakably anti-British brand. Though His. 
Highness deprecates the idea that he could 
possibly become a despot, it would not be too 
much to say that, in the hecessarily restricted 
sphere where he now wields personal authority, 
it bears every mark of arbitrariness. Nor can a 
single-minded devotion to progress be seriously 
claimed by a ruler who has stood aside, often 
ostentatiously, from our efforts to. benefit 
Egypt, and who allows favouritism and cor- 
ruption to be rife in the public departments 
which still come within his influence, 

The “ Times’ concludes with the following 
comments on the letter of Sir Christopher 
Furness, of which a telegraphic summary has 
appeared in a former issue. 

A truer picture wf the real Egypt, and of » 
the men who have made it, is to be gathered 
from the instructive letter by Sir Christopher 
Furness M. P, He has returned froma,siay 
in Egypt, ‘“‘ where the extraordinary results of 
‘ British administ:ative genius, ’ ashe says, 
“compel admiration ” But having enough 
experience of men and cities to know that a 
short tour in another land does not qualify 
the visitor to say the last word about it, he 
tells us that, he would not have raised his 
protest against the policy pursued by a fellow- 
Liberal, Mr. J. M, Robertson, M.P,, if he did 
not know that Mr. Robertson’s acquaintance 
with Egypt were no great-r than his own. 
But Mr. Robertson, and other Englishmen who 
like traducing the work of their country 
abroad, never allow the scantiness of their 
knowledge to stop them. Where their aspersions 
come into touch with facts they can generally 
be refuted without much trouble, as Sir Chris- 
tupher Furness refutes them in a single parti- 
cular by his effective account of the reform of 
justice under Lord Cromer’s administration. 
Nor do the traducers carry enough weight at 
home for sensible people to pay much attention 
to them. But it is otherwise among the native 
populations with whom they”are constantly 
making mischief, and to the credulous, excit- 
able Egyptian public it may seem a matter of 
real significance that letters by Mr, Robertson, 
a British member of Parliament and one of the 
Government’s supporters, should appear in the 
Cairo “Standard,” Mustapha Kamel’s Nation- 
alist organ. Asregards British policy it is of no 
significance, unless it be sigaificant that,after the 
severe handling he received from Sir Edward 
Grey last summer, Mr. Rubertson should have 
thought it safer to transfer his reflections from 
the House of Commons to a Cairene journal, 
But native readers do not appreciate this, and 
all the heavier, therefore, is the responsibility 
of those Europeans who seek to play on their 
ignorance and fanaticism. Influences of this 
kind, whether consciously or unconsciously 


' exerted, are not confined to Egypt. The French, 


who are now deploring the brutal assasination 
of a fellow-countryman in Morocco, are inclined 
to read in this regrettable event another sign 

of the mischievous effect which political 
intrigues in Europe have had on the receptive
